JEFFERSON City, Mo., November 15.— 
Another act of the McLean-Broadhead con- 
test opened inthe Supreme Courtroom this 
morning. The night train from St. Louis 
brought up Col. James O. Broadhead and 
Mr. Overall, one of his attorneys. City 
Counselor Bell was the only other member 
of the party. The McLean side sent no at- 
torneys. They had tact enough to see that 
this was not their fight. They carefully re- 
frained from defending Berg or 
appearing in the ease, as 
they seemed to think this 
would countenance the view that Berg was 
acting under their advice. City Counselor 
bell represented Raum and Berg, neither of 
whom was present. Gov. Crittenden was 
also on the train, but took no apparent inter- 
estin the contest. Cdél. Broadhead was up 
early and was in consuitation with Mr. Over- 
all for more than an hour in the law library 
of the Supreme Court. Shortly after 9 a. m° 
the five Judges of the Supreme Court filed 
in and the.court was opened. Interest 
inthe great contest was. wonderfully light, 
Messrs. Bell and Overal!, the five Judges and 
two reporters being the only occupants.of the 
room at the time of the opening. 

Mr. Overall rose and said that City Coun- 
selor Bell’s answer to Mr. Broadhead’s peti- 
tion had just been filed and that he had not 
had time to plead to it, and he asked for a re- 
cess of two hours. He further stated that 
there were questions of fact which would 
naturally arise in the

The difference between 
grain gambling and legitimate business is 
simply this: When the farmer raises his 
crops, When the railroad carries them to the 
market, when the ironmaster converts ore 
into pigs or blooms, or when the merchant 
sells any of these commodities, each one of 
these agents renders a valuable service of 
which the worth is measured by his compen- 
sation. He has added something to the gen- 
eral store of value, to the general wealth of 
the world. and when he consumes for the ex- 
penses of living what he has earned, the 
world is not poorer. 

But when the margins of the gambler in 
grain or stocks or cotton pass from one hand 
to another the loser knows that he is poorer 
by the whole amount of his loss, while the 
winner looks on his gains as so much profit, 
which he spends as if he had earned it. Noth-

OUR BUSINESS AUTOCRATS. 
There has been no lack of able editorials 
against “‘“Government interference with the 
right of railroad owners to manage their own 
property.”” Weare told that the capitalists 
who invest their money in the construction 
and equipment of roads are conferring great 


interest of the general public requires that 
they shall be permitted to manage their own 
business in their own way. 

This doctrine might obtain possession of 
the public mind if it were not notorious that 
the managers of the great corporations find 
in the minority of their stockholders a prey 
as tempting and helpless as the people at 
large. Doubtless the victimized stockholders 
have not availed themselves of all the pro- 
tection the existing laws might afford them, 
but from the recent decision in the 
telegraph stoeck-watering and consolidation 
case itis by no means clear that the law af- 
fords either the public or the minority stock- 
holders any adequate protection. One of the 
judges did suggest that a contract consoli- 
dating competing lines, contrary to thelaws 
of several States through which they ran, 
should be held void as against public policy, 
and he seemed inclined to construe every ex- 
isting statute faworably to the right of mi- 
nority stockholders to prevent such consoli- 
dation and continue the competition. But, 
after all, the decision declaring the consoli- 
dation of the telegraph companies illegal 
rested wholly upon a positive statute of New 
York forbidding the gratuitous distribution 
of new stock in Heuof unexpended profits. 
English stockholders loudly complain that 
the management of our railways is ‘‘a com- 
pound of autocracy and communism,” and 
who can deny it? 

Since the Cre@it Mobilier disclosures it has 
been no secret that the syndicate of capi- 
talists who geteontrol of a great railroad 
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benefits upon the country, and that the best 
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various sorts of manufacturing and trading 
companies, whereby business is monopolized 
and the cost of operating the road largely in- 
creased. Thus both the public and the stock- 
holders are fieeced. Besides this the business 
is manipulated so as to make enormous for- 
tunes for the managing syndicate by bearing 
and bulling the stock, shearing fresh re- 
lays of “lambs” continually. Itis now an- 
nounced that Mr. VANDERBILT’s stockhold- 
ers are to be sacrificed to his personal 
interest in stock yards and the shipment of 
live stock; that he is going to spend any 
amount that may be necessary to break up 
the shipment of dressed meats from the West 
to the East. Heis building 400 refrigerator 
ears, and proposes with the aid of the other 
trunk lines he has the means of influencing 
to put up the freights on dressed meats and 
underse!ll those engaged in the business so as 
to break them up and run them out of the 
trade. Then he can either continue the busi- 
ness as a monopoly at the expense of the 
public, or resume the live stock transporta- 
tion as more profitable to him and more 
costly to consumers of meat. 

This great power of crushing out all 
competition, all individual enterprise, 
must be limited by some sort of legislation 
which will confine these great corporations 
to their legitimate functions as common Ccar- 
riers and make them the well-paid servants 
of the public instead of the domineering 
masters of the business and industries of 
the country. The regulation of mere trans- 
portation charges is a trivial matter compar- 
|ed with the great problem of confining the 
absorbing powers of these giant properties 
within the limits of a wholesome public poli- 
ey. They have concentrated within the 
hands of afew mena masterly control over 
the entire business of the Union and over the 
ftte of individualsand localities. They have 
become an overpowering force in our social 
and political life not contemplated by the 
founders of our system of government, and 
they have been permitted to grow into an 
organized power full of menace to the rights 
of the masses.

| like that of Venice in the daysof the Doges, 
| and itis manifest that we need a new code 
| of laws for dealing with the mighty machin- 
| ery of these vast aggregations of property 
and power. : 


ABOUT once a week some eminent clergy- 
man or other equally competent authority 
frees his mind on the subject of journalism 
in this country, usually favoring us with a 
depressing and pessimistic estimate of that 
profession. It is accordingly with delight 
and exultation, sincere and undiluted, that 
we call the attention of our censors to the 
condition of journalism in Ireland, where the 
Freeman’s Journal, the leading newspaper in 
the whole country, has been eating humble 
pie in atonement for its recent indulgence in 
personal journalism at the expense of Sir 
GARNET WOLSELEY. What the Freeman’s 
Journal said about WOLSELEY was that, be- 
fore starting for Egypt, he regretted having 
to go there, as he knew the Irish rebellion 
would break out in his absence, and he 
wanted to be home to put down the Irish. It 


is needless to say that Sir GARNET WOLSE- 
LEY, who is one of the most prudent and re- 
served of men, never said anything of the 
kind, and the Freeman’s Journal knew it. 
But it published it all the same, and hereaf- 


journalism te admit that, perhaps, we are not 
worse than others. 


Tue news from France of GREVyY’s serious 
illness and probable resignation adds another 
complication to a situation already grave. 
In the present condition of French politics 
there is no one party which has not a 
majority against it in the Chambers and 
among the people. GAMBETTA is the strong- 
est man politically, but he has wisely 
abstained from undertaking the responsi- 
bility of power which he knew would be 
fatal to him, and he has been able to exercise 
a controlling influence in French politics 
without being subject to a direct responsi- 
bility. President Grevy’s age, habits and 
temperament have, for some time past, given 
cause for reasonable apprehensions, and it is 
likely that France will again be called on to 
suffer the consequences of an indigestion, as 
she did at the battle of Leipzig.

The Female Hospital Physician. 
St. Louris, November 15. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The qualification of an executive officer is best 
shown inthe appointments of his subordinates, 
and in no place has it been more conspicuous than 
inthe Health Officer of St. Louis, Mr. Francis. 
During the last four years St. Louis has been 
threatened with epidemics three different times. 
First in 1878, when the yellow fever threatened our 
city and the bravest quailed. Mr. Francis at once 
took steps that proved efficient. He atonce ap- 
pointed Dr. H. C. Davis as prinelpal, and called on 
the young physicians that were practicing in the 
City Hospital to volunteer as assistants. Quitea 
number accepted the invitation, but when 
Dr. Davis died they all, with one 
exception.left, and that one was the only one that 
stood between the city of St. Louis and the dreaded 
epidemic. And again in 1879 he was called to the 
pust of danger. And again in 1831, when the small- 
pox raged, Mr. Francis was found equal to the 
occasion, and sent his man to take charge of the 
small-pox hospital at quarantine, and the citizens 
of St. Louis well know how that duty was per- 
formed. At the present time there is a vacaucy 
in one of the city institutions that requires 
amanof experience. Mr. Francis’ appointee 
has been for over five years in the city 
institutions as a practicing physician, which is 
considered amongst physicians as equal to four 
times the length of outside practice; and the city 
owes to Dr. F. T. Outley a debt of gratitude for 
his past services, and as his experience is greater 
and his services to the city more important than 
any other applicant, It is to be hoped that he may 
secure the proper recognition for his past services 


by receiving the appointment.

German Carp for Distribution 
Among Missouri Farmers,

How This Valuable Food-Fish is Obtaineg 
From the Government=-The Fish Car. 


Mr. George G. Davenport, distributing agent of 
the United States Fish Commission, is stopping 
at the Southern Hotel with Mr. Ben R. Davem 
port, the ateorney. Mr. George Davenport was 
met in the rotunda today, and, speaking 
of the work accomplished by the commission, said: 

“The States of Texas, Virginia, Maryland, Ohio,

fish. lam now here looking after the Aistribution 
of 12,000 German ¢arp, two-thirds of which are for 
Missouri and one-thirdfor Arkansas. A mesgen. 
ger left over the Iron Mountain with 8,00 fish this 
morning for the latter State. In the winter time 
we distribute carp from the hatchery jin Wagp. 
ington City, and in the spring trout 


salmon, shad, herring, perch and rock fis). The 
first carp were brought to this city by Prof, Ry 
dolph Hessler, who ts now superintendent of the 
hatchery at Washington. After three altempts 
he brought thirty-four fish to Washington in 
1874, and from that Lumber 3,000,009 
have since been distributed through 
the various States. One of the origina 
progenitors of these three millious now weighs 
fourteen pounds and bas been named Gen. Grant. 
These are stillin the ponds at Washington. The 
United States Commission works entirety j 
pendent of the State Commissions, which exist ty 
several of the States. As yet we have not dg 
tributed in streams to any extent.” 

‘How are the fish secured by farmers?” 

“The distributions are twenty fish co eachap 
plicant. ‘The farmer desiring to stock his pond 
writes to Washington and receives a blank appli 
cation, Which he filis out and then optains the sig- 
nature of the Congressman of the dis 
trict in which be lives, This 
forwarded to Washington and filed, 
with other applications. When the commission 
is prepared to ship the stock the fish is sent free 
of ali charges toa certain point. For Missouri 
wil fish are shipped to St. Louis. The farmer then 
ays the expressage from that point to his farm. 
Vonderful stories are told «about the pecu- 
liarities of earp. : very hardy 
but can be killed by lack of care easily. While 
the carp willstanda big change of water from 
cold to warm a change of the same extent from 
warm to cold will kill it off; or taking the fish 
irom the water on a dry, cold day will also kill it, 
lt reaches an age of thirty years in Germany and 
frequently twenty-five pounds in weight.”

It was 
built by the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, accord- 
ing tothe plans of the Fish Commission, and is 
of the usual length and breadth of cars. A por- 
tion of both ends is taken up by the various clos- 
ets, offices, Kitchen, ete. Next to these are the 
refrigerators, Where the temperature of the air 
surrounding the fish is controlled. This 
leaves, perhaps, two-thirds of the len 
of the ear which is devoted to the tanks. 
Instead of being carried in hulk, as might be 
supposed, the fish are carried in gallon tin buck- 
ets—twenty in a bucket—the only souree of ven- 


diameter in the lid. These buckets are placed 
close to each other and inelosed 
each bucket being half full of water. 
The manager of the car, by. means ef blewers, 
pumps, pipes and the refrigerator full of ice, has 
perfect control of the temperature of the econ- 
stant dranght of air passing over the fish. The 
closeness of the center of load lineto the bottom 
of the car prevents any shaking or swinging of 
the car, and ceusecuent injury to the fish in 
transit. About 19,000 of the fish In 
the car are intended for dis- 
Forest Park ponds. - The remainder of the load 
will be taken to Quincy and distributed over Ilt 
hois.

A letter of the Times’ Philadelphia corre- 
spondent illustrates what is believed in 
America to be the greatest, or, at least, the 
most immediate of American social dangers— 
the growing prominence of the plutocrats,

Nobody hears much of Lord 
Overstone, perhaps of all British sub- 
jects the man with the largest available re- 
sources; and the lesser millionaires, men 
with from two millions to five, either ‘‘found 
families’’—a process which involves large 
ere of Jand and comparative obscuri- 

y—or take to art and culture; or, jike Sir T. 
lrassey, range themselves into thesystem by 
accepting office. We cannot recall a man 
who makes himself very visible by his use of 
money alone, and still one who makes 
himself obnoxious.

Vhat Americans want with colossal for- 
tunes we can hardly imagine, for they get 
little that Englishmen think pleasant out of 
them; but they do want them, and set before 
themselves pecuniary ideals which to En- 
Klishmen seem fabulous. Capitalists who 
should know tellus that Mr. Stewart, with 
$19,000,000, Was not the richest American 
alive, one man, at least, possessing a much 
heavier linpediment to carry on his road to 
heaven. With amiilion and a few sixpences 
en Englishman is inclined to retire and pur- 
sue his taste in quiet; but an American is 
just beginning to “‘operate” on the grand 
scale, and witha sense of power and free- 
With tnat money he begins to use his 
brains. An American millionaire, therefore, 
often makes himself master of some grand 
group of concerns, and is 
sort «of king, govern- 
pleases, pushing his 
policy’ as against other “*policies,”’ 
fighting huge corporations, defying th: 
public, with which he is sure, sooner or later, 
to come into collision, corrupting State gov- 
ernments, and even influencing the Govern- 
nent of the Republic.
